Oue Son Valley fight flares 
desegregating anew as Marine camp struck 


Way cleared 
for school 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -Suprem e Court 
Justice William J. Brennan has cleared 
the way for implementation of school 
desegregation plans in Denver and Ok­ 
lahoma City and Justice Hugo L. Black 
has been asked to reinstate a desegre­ 
gation plan for 33 Mississippi school 
districts. 
Negro attorneys for the Legal Defense 
Fund (LDF) of the National Association 
for the Advancement of Colored People 
Friday urged Black to reinstate a plan 
ordered by the 
5th U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals in an effort to prod the 33 
Mississippi districts into meaningful de­ 
segregation 
when 
classes open next 
week. 
Brennan, in vacating two lower court 
orders 
Friday, 
acted 
to promote 
school desegregation in Denver and Ok­ 
lahoma City. 
Brennan’s 
order in the Denver case 
has the effect of partially implementing 
a school desegregation plan prepared 
by the school board in 1968 but later 
rescinded when the membership of the 
board changed. The plan included busing 
about 4,000 pupils out of their home dis­ 
tricts. 
U.S. 
District Judge William Doyle 
barred the board from blocking the ori­ 
ginal plan, but the 10th U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals 
stayed Doyle’s order pend­ 
ing 
further hearings. 
Brennan’s ac­ 
tion reinstated Doyle’s order. 
The 
Oklahoma 
City desegregation 
plan was approved earlier this month by 
U.S. District Judge Luther Bohanon.

SAIGON (UPI) — In a new flareup in the 
Que Son Valley, North Vietnamese troops 
attacked U.S. Marines with rifles and 
handgrenades and killed two Leather­ 
necks 
while wounding six, m ilitary 
spokesmen said today. 
The 
Communist troops attacked out 
of the night late Friday and tried to over­ 
whelm 
the Marines, camped for 
the 
night. They moved close enough to hurl 
grenades into the Marine perim eter. 
U.S. 
headquarters 
said 
Air Force 
planes were on the scene almost immed­ 
iately and helped turn back the attack. 
Losses to the North Vietnamese unit 
were unknown although 1,000 Viet Cong 
and North Vietnamese have died infight­ 
ing 
during the past two weeks in the 
10-mile-long 
valley on South Vietnam’s 
northern coast. The latest flareup was 
the only combat reported from the val­ 
ley today as headquarters characterized 
nationwide fighting as light, with a total

MIAMI (UPI) — Cuban guards stood by 
as the woman gently picked up her baby, 
rounded up her other two sons, and start­ 
ed down the aisle of the big jetliner b&. 
hind her gun-waving husband. 
Suddenly she stopped and turned in 
tears to the other passengers: 
“ I know this is a sham e,” she said in 
Spanish, “ But don’t take it too hard. 
We did it for our son.” 
The woman’s husband had just staged 
the 25th hijacking cf a U.S. commer­ 
cial airliner this year. 
The National Airlines Boeing super 
727 was high over Fort Myers, Fla., 
Friday on a flight from Miami to New 
Orleans and Houston when the short 
Cuban weaving long sideburns stuck a 
gun in the stomach of a stewardess 
and ordered her to open the cockpit.

chamber,” said the plane’s Capt. John 
Klein of South Miami. He said he had no 
intention of arguing. 


of 148 Communist troops and five Ameri­ 
cans killed. 
Closer 
to Saigon, an American ci­ 
vilian - Robert Handy, 
28, of Salem, 
Va. — was killed with a U.S. soldier 
and a South Vietnamese interpreter in a 
Viet Cong ambush Wednesday near Song 
Be, 77 miles northeast of Saigon. 


The U.S. embassy said Handy and the 
two others were riding in the lead truck 
of a four-truck convoy when the guerril­ 
las opened fire with anti-tank guns. Han­ 
dy was working in a U.S. government 
project aimed at improving refugee con­ 
ditions. 
Six waves of B52 bombers went after 
guerrilla bivouacs along the Cambodian 


border where South Vietnamese troop­ 
ers 
turned up 
37 tons of hidden guer­ 
rilla food Friday. 
U.S. headquarters 
said at least 540 
tons of 500-and 750-pound bombs were 
dropped onto base camps, staging areas 
and 
bunkers, 
80 to 91 miles north­ 
east of Saigon. 


Allied military sources have predict­ 
ed a new upsurge of fighting in early 
September, with the Cambodian border 
bivouacs 
expected to supply the Com­ 
munist soldiers with guns and supplies. 
The B52 
bomber 
raids coincided 
with 
a 
slackening 
of ground fighting 
across South Vietnam Friday, according 
to field reports. 


Council to air family 
definition at session 


The Lompoc City Council will contin­ 
ue its discussion of the term “ family,” 
in regards to the city’s zoning ordi­ 
nance, when it meets in regular ses­ 
sion Tuesday nigfet starting at 7:30 
p.m. in City Hall. 
The item was carried over from the 
last regular meeting of the council, fol­ 
lowing a public hearing, at the request 
of Councilman Richard Jacoby who said 
he wanted to give the matter more studv. 
City Planning Director Clint Sherrod 
said a clearer 
dpflaiticn of the word 
family is needed in the zoning ordi­ 
nance to prevent large numbers of un­ 
related persons, such as laborers, from 
living in a single family dwelling in a 
residential area. 
Sherrod cited a case wherein up to 
12 men are presently living in a house 
on South U Street, in Lompoc, much to 
the dismay of families ivlng in the neigh­ 
borhood. Sherrod said the arrangement 
resembles a labor camp. 
The proposed amendment defines a 
family as persons related by blood, mar­ 
riage or adoption, living together as a 


single housekeeping unit, or no more 
than five unrelated persons living to­ 
gether as single housekeeping unit. 
Jacoby 
said he was concerned that 
the new definition might interfere with 
such groups as airline stew ardesses or 
students who band together to save mon­ 
ey. He said he also wanted to study why 
the number five was selected in regard 
to unrelated persons living together in a 
single family dwelling. 


councilman Brooks 
Speight 
argued 
against putting off the amendment change 
at the last meeting, stating the primary 
concern of the council was the protec­ 
tion of the rights of families living in the 
residential areas. 


In other business the council is expect­ 
ed to appoint members to the parks and 
recreation commission and beautifica­ 
tion committee, also continued from the 
previous meeting; set a date for a public 
hearing on the proposed 
business li­ 
cense 
ordinance, and present a resolu­ 
tion of commendation to members of the 
Lompoc Babe Ruth League Ail-Star team. 


Teacher effort 
aids release 
of held Israelis 


DAMASCUS, Syria (UPI) — A Los An­ 
geles school teacher was reported to­ 
day as responsible for the release of 
six Israelis being detained by Syria 
following the hijacking of a Trans World 
Airlines jet containing 107 other pas­ 
sengers. 
Reports stated that the 
unidentified 
teacher refused to be released unless 
the Israelis were also released. 
Officials previously had stated that 
the Israelis, four men and two women, 
would be “ held for the time being.” 
The others were to be flown to Athens 
aboard a chartered DC 8 jet of the Ital­ 
ian airline Alitalia, sent from Rome to 
pick them up. 
TWA assigned a team of mechanics on 
the Alitalia jet to assess the damage to 
the hijacked Boeing 707, whose cockpit 
and nose assembly were blown up after 
landing here Friday. Syrian officials 
said there were no injuries. 
Two Arab commandos forced the TWA 
jet to fly to Damascus while it was 
heading from Rome to Athens. The hi­ 
jackers, a woman identified as Shadia 
Abou Ghazala, a Yemini, and a man 
identified only as an Algerian, were 
hustled from the airport by police and 
kept in custody. 
The hijacking, first seizure of a U.S. 
airliner outside the western hemisphere, 
drew condemnation from Secretary of 
State William P. Rogers and Israeli 
government officials. The number of 


Travelers flock 


to highways for 


final fling

A record number of holiday travelers 
were abroad in the land today, off for a 
final summer fling during the Labor Day 
weekend. 
The National Safety Council estimated 
that the nation’s 100 million motor vehic­ 
les would log a record 10 billion miles 
during the 78-hour holiday, which began 
at 6 p.m. local time Friday and ends at 
midnight Monday. 
In the first 12 hours of the holiday 
period the traffic toll in< hed slowly up- 
ward. 
The Safety Council estimated in ad­ 
vance of the holiday that from 625 to 
725 persons would perish in traffi* ac­ 
cidents during the three-day weekend. 
A comparable non-holiday period would 
claim 500 traffic victims. 
The record for a Labor Day weekend 
was set last year when 688 persons 
were killed in traffic accidents. The 
worst total for a summer holiday oc­ 
curred over the 1967 July 4 holiday. 


Byrnes reported 


in good condition

Secretary of State and South Carolina 
Gov. James F. Byrnes, hospitalized 
with an apparent heart attack, was re­ 
ported in satisfactory condition this mor­ 
ning at Baptist Hospital. 
Byrnes’ 
physician said a slight im­ 
provement in his condition was noticed 
within an hour of his arrival at the hos­ 
pital Friday night, It was the third time 
this year Byrnes has been hospitalized. 
He suffered a stroke in March and later 
was readmitted to the hospital with a 
fever. 
During a political 
career spanning 
more than three decades, Brynes serv- 
ed in both houses of Congress, as 
a 
Supreme Court justice and as Director 
of War Mobilization during World War II. 
He was secretary of state in the Truman 
Administration and returned to his home 
state for a term as governor from 1950 
to 1952. 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt dub­ 
bed 
Byrnes his “ assistant President” 
and considered him for the vice presi­ 
dential nomination in 1944 before choos­ 
ing Truman. 
President Nixon visited Byrnes last 
May when he celebrated his 90th birth­ 
day and 63rd wedding anniversary. 


Americans aboard was unknown. 
The Popular Front for I deration of 
Palestine (PFLP), 
an 
Arab guerrilla 
group based in Cairo, said its “ Gue- 
vara Squad’’ had hijacked the plane “ to 
arrest one of the plane's passengers 
who is responsible for the death of 
many Palestinian men, women and chil­ 
dren.” The squad carried the name of 
slain Cuban revolutionary Ernesto (Che) 
Guevara. 
The front said the passenger, whom 
it did not identify, would stand trial 
fore 
“ a 
Palestinian 
revolutionary 
court.” The only Israeli immediately 
identified among the six detained was 
Prof. Shomlo Samueloff, a le< turer in 
medicine at Hebrew University in Jeru­ 
salem. 
There was speculation in Washington 
the hijackers may have hoped to kid­ 
nap Israeli Ambassador to Washington 
Itzhak Rabin, who had returned to Tel 
Aviv earlier in the day. 
Sources at Cairo International Air­ 
port, which monitored a radio all from 
the plane as it was being hijacked, re­ 
ported the woman terrorist said the jet 
was being diverted to protest m agree­ 
ment by the United States to sell Phan­ 
tom jet fighter planes to Israel, 
Syria’s Foreign Minister, Dr. Mustafa 
A1 Sayyid, sent a note to the Italian charge 
d’affairs, who looks after U.S. interests 
in Syria, that he would personally super­ 
vise the comfort and well-being of the 
passengers. Syria broke diplomatic rela­ 
tions with the United States after the 
June 1967 war in the Middle East. 
Syrian officials said die passengers 
spent the night at Damascus pniversity 
dorm itories. The officials said none of 
the passengers was injured when the 
commandos’ bomb exploded. Earlier re­ 
ports said five persons were in¡ured 
when they scrambler! from »in* eney 
exits. 
The officials said they had advised 
TWA it could claim the wreckage of 
the 707 at any time. They also said the 
hijacking was being investigated by the 
Ministry of Civil Aviation. 
The 707, flight 840, had been schfcfl* 
uled to land in Athens before reaching 
Tel Aviv, its final destination. The 
flight originated in Los Angeles ind 
hail made a stopover in New York Uv 
tore heading on to Rome.

McCabes recall Valley pioneer days 
of tragedy tempered with work

A string of halycondays, jolt­ 
ed by isolated tragedy, temper­ 
ed by hard work — these mem­ 
ories will again be recalled as 
old-timers in the Lompoc area 
congregate with their contem­ 
poraries during the Pioneer Re­ 
union Aug. 29-31. 
Unafflicted by the cacophony 
of the 
jet age, these citizens 
were the promise of a pre- 
dominantly agrarian society. 
Mrs. Virgil (Shirley) Phelps, 
wife of the president of the Pi­ 
oneer Society in charge of this 
year’s reunion, was born of a 
pioneer alliance. Her parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. Harry McCabe, 
112 S. O St., farmed beans, 
mustard, flowers, beets, as they 
raised their family of four. 
In a time of startling and r&> 
pid 
change, Mrs. Phelps re­ 
members that not too long ago, 
there was no H Street bridge 
spanning the Santa Ynez River; 
the north bank was all private 
property. There was not even a 
crossing, she said. In fact. 
North H Street only extended to 
Central Avenue. 
Creeks were forded at Ball, 
Dyer, Fabing, Rucker, Baroda, 
Bennett, 
Ren wick 
crossings 
from Surf to Lompoc. The house 
where Mrs. Phelps spent her 
early childhood was on five 
acres at the site of the form­ 
er Ted’s Drive^ln and was “ next 
to the last house in the city 
lim its.” East North Avenue was 
the approximate boundary line, 
intersecting North H Street. 
The McCabes farmed about 25 
acres, part of which included the 
current site of Sunset Chevro 
let, also on North H St. 
One could ride horseback on 
trails winding through box eldk 
ers — “ they were all over the 
valley in those days.” The cur­ 
rent east-west drainage canal 
just south of the Marguerite 
Hall residence on North H was 
“ all trees and water on the west 
side of the road.” In that slough 
area, Harry McCabe found good 
duck hunting. 
“ Shirley’s first trip,” des­ 
cribes Mrs. McCabe, “ was in 
an old Model T. Shirley was 
born at the Oxnard hospital. On 
the way home, we drove as far 
as Santa Barbara for the night, 
then on into Lompoc the next 
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day. That section of Highway 
101 was not paved then.” 
When Shirley was only a few 
months old, she was the vio 
tim of a raging flu epidemic. 
Surviving that, she grew into 
grammar school age, walking 
to El Camino School, 315 N. H 
and later attending both Jr . and 
Sr. High School at 234 S. N St. 
Mostly, she lived days that 
were “ calm, cool and quiet” 
but there were unforgetable mo­ 
ments, too. 
Hours 
after Honda 
Point 
claimed seven U.S. Navy des­ 
troyers on Sept. 8, 1923, the 
McCabes drove to Surf, then 
walked to Honda to view the 
tragedy. Mrs. McCabe recalW 
ed that sailors in once-white un­ 
iforms “ were covered with oil, 
their hair matted, waiting for 
the special rescue train.” Shir­ 
ley, only five years old, saw 
the ships being dashed to pieo 
es on the rocks. 
On Sept. 10 — wash dav — the 
sun 
went 
on strike. 
A total 
eclipse snuffed out the light, 
as the fascinated McCabe chil­ 
dren observed through colored 
glass smoked by the kerosene 
lamps. 
Lompoc may have been small, 
but it was culturally minded. 
The old Opera House, 1890* 
1940, was built on the site of 
Kammiere’s Hardware. From 
classical to vaudeville enter­ 
tainment, 
silent 
films, high 
school dances, socials, local 
fairs, and finally, to a skating 
rink, it was the scene of many 
pleasant hours for Shirley and 
her brothers, Quintin and Bryce 
and sister Gwendolyn. The days 
of the traveling Chatauqua fea­ 
turing cultural, religious and 
entertainment fare sometimes 
drew 
such famous personages 
as William Jennings Bryan, but 
its impact declined when Shir­ 
ley was still a toddler. 
“ The Santa Barbara County 
Fair was held one year in the 
block now occupied by Beattie 
Motors,” 
continued Shirley. 
The County Fairs were held 
throughout the 1920’s in Lompoc 
before transferring to Santa 
Maria. 
On Feb. 17, 1939, Shirley 
Elaine McCabe married Virgil 
Phelps at the First Presby­ 
terian Church in Santa Barbara. 
Phelps was a relative newcom­ 
er in Lompoc, having come 
from Fontana to work for Johns- 
Manville Corp. where he was 
employed for 16 years. He is 
now a member of the Santa Ynez 
River Water Conservation Dis­ 
trict, a Union Sugar Held rep- 
resentative, land owner and for­ 
mer city councilman. The cot* 
pie resides at 707 W. Cypress 
and have two sons, Robert, 19, 
and Jon, 23, both students at 
Allan Hancock College. Jon, 
who served with the U.S. Army 
in Germany, married the for­ 
mer Mary Ann Hofftnan of Ar­ 
kansas in 1967 in Lompoc. They 
are expecting their first child. 
It will be the second great­ 
grandchild from the six grand­ 
children of the McCabes.

The McCabe’s were married 
Dec. 7, 1904, at the home of 
the bride’s 
parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Q.R. McAdam on the corn­ 
er of South J and West Cyp. 
ress. “ We had two disappoint­ 
ments that evening. . . ” writes 
Leella McAdam McCabe in her 
journal. “ We had ordered ice 
cream for that evening and the 
man never made it. Then about 
20 minutes before time for us to 
be married, the gas lights went 
out. Papa and Edmund had to 
rush to the store for lamps and 
we waited in the dark. We were 
finally married a little after 
eight without further trouble. 
After congratulations, we all 
enjoyed 
the 
wedding 
feast. 
There were about 20 guests 
present. Then came the parting 
which was the hardest. At last 
I bade good-bye to my home and 
name and about half past one, 
Harry and I started for our new 
home ten miles away and reach­ 
ed there about three in the moriv 
ing.” Their first home was on 
McCabe’s father’s 
ranch on 
Burton Mesa, now Vandenberg 
AFB. 
The years went by, the chil­ 
dren arrived as they farmed and 
ranched about the valley. The 
McCabes 
remembered 
the 
wreck of the special Shriners 
train at Honda siding on May 
11, 1907, days before the birth 
of daughter Gwendolyn. They 
learned that 32 people had been 
killed in the jumbled wreckage 
that was once an engine, bag­ 
gage - express car, dining car 
and five Pullman sleepers. Q. 
R. 
McAdam, Mrs. McCabe’s 
father, was among the first on 
the scene after arriving at Surf 
in Eugene Schuyler’s Rambler 
and walking the six miles to the 
wreck. The McCabes later pull­ 
ed up in a horse and buggy. 
The Honda area was also jinx­ 
ed with the wreck of the Rob­ 
ert Sudden three-master in June 
1905. In Mrs. McCabe’s scraf>* 
book is a sliver of wood from 
the ship. 
On Oct. 11, 1905, her first 
birthday away from her parents 
home, she wrote in her journal 
— “ I can hardly believe I am 
TWENTY years old today.” 
Sixty-four years later, she 
and husband Harry are comfor­ 
table at their present address 
on South O St. where they have 
lived since 1957, Son Quintin, 
born in Lompoc, is a retired 
postal employe living in Migua* 
lito Canyon. Bryce and his fam­ 
ily are in Long Beach, where 
he commutes to the Douglas Air­ 
craft El Segundo plant. Their 
other daughter, Mrs. Gwendolyn 
McCollum, is nurse for awom- 
an in Solvang.

It 
w as announced la te r he signed 
the co n tract. 
“ Obviously th e re are legal 
ram ifications 
connected with 
what we have done,” said Rob­ 
e rt Ruben, B a rry ’s law yer. “ We 
are not in a position to make 
com m ent about that so please 
b ear with u s .” 
B arry had to sit out the 19G5 
season under 
a court ruling 
when he jumped to the Oaks. 


Forem an, 
the new Oaks own­ 
e r, said in W ashington he had no 
official 
word that B arry has 
gone over to the NBA but as­ 
serted :

realize how much they have to 
put up with. Even their own 
husbands sometimes 
fail to 
comprehend the heroic measure 
of 
patience 
and 
dedication 
required of a minister’s wife. 
Some of their trials are fairly 
obvious, even to a layman. 
One is a chronic lack of 
money. 
Ministers 
are 
the 
lowest-paid professional group 
in America, and surveys of 
their financial status reveal 
that 
a large majority are 
constantly in debt. The husband 
may worry about this, but it’s 
the wife who has to scrimp on 
the household budget and make 
do with last year’s dress. 


Organized 
religion 
on campus 


It must seem strange to many 
people that religion is now so 
popular on the campus scene in 
America while, at 
the same 
time, the institutional church 
is 
suffering 
such 
serious 
decline. For organized religion 
is a bay, under seige every­ 
where. Seminary enrollment is 
in steep decline. Church attend­ 
ance is slipping year by year. 
National denominations 
are 
hurting 
in 
the 
treasury. 
Organized religion is no longer 
a growth stock but in the life 
of the university and college 
student, 
God is very much 
alive. 
Here are some of the reasons 
for the resurgence of religion 
on campus. While they may not 
apply to all college situations, 
most are evident in every area 
studied: 
Christian 
leadership 
has 
always been at its best on the 
university 
campus. 
The 
glamour, 
excitement 
and 
challenge of the college scene 
has always attracted the top 
men and women in the church. 
The world of ideas flourishes 
in the classroom, student lounge 
and chapel. 
And since Chris­ 
tians have liked to struggle with 
philosophy, ethics, history ind 
social action, it is natural that 
the university should be a favor­ 
ite watering place. 
Students go to college for a 
life 
preparation. Sure, thou­ 
sands of them set beer drinking 
records and sports car endur­ 
ance tests but the large majority 
finds a whole new perspective 
on life and the world. And a good 
part of this discovery is the 
thrill of being turned on by 
ideals and ethics which make 
for a better world and more 
creative person In the center 
of tills encounter is the college 
professor or teacher of chaplain 
who shows the power and love 
of Christianity in extraordinary 
dimension. 
The 
communication of the 
Gospel on campus often comes 
through 
loud 
and 
clear, 
especially to a youngster who 
has escaped from a lifetime 
of dull sermons and uncertain 
choirs. 
Frequently 
the 
university chapel and campus 
religious 
center 
are totally 
ecumenical. The clergy staff 
of chaplains may range across 
all denominational lines— even 
to an inter-faith experience. No 
longer to students feel that they 
have to score points for their 
Presbyterian or Methodist or 
Catholic background nor defend 
their concept of the sacraments 
or 
special 
understanding of 
scripture. Instead, they are now 
free to draw strength and assur­ 
ance from the faiths of others 
as well as to give Insight and 
inspiration 
from their 
own 
search for God. 


Another cross-the one which 
many clergy wives find hea* 
viest to bear—is the fact that a 
pastor’s time is not his own. He 
can rarely plan an evening at 
home without having it inter­ 
rupted by a call from someone 
in trouble or a meeting which 
he has to attend. “ I never see 
him” is the classic complaint of 
the clergy wife, and in some 
cases it’s not much of an 
exaggeration. 
A congregation also makes 
demands-fiometimes quite un­ 
reasonable 
and 
thoughtless 
demands—on the time of the 
minister’s wife herself. She is 
expected to show up at all 
major 
church functions and at 
any 
minor ones involving 
women, no matter how ipconve- 
nient it may be for her to do 
so. 
Still another set of problems 
arises from the close scrutiny 
to which the private life of the 
pastor’s family is sometimes 
subjected by members of the 
congregation. People who would 
hesitate to pass nosey judg­ 
ments 
on 
their 
next-door 
neighbors seem 
to 
feel no 
qualms about criticizing Mrs. 
Minister for the way she keeps 
house or raises her children. 
It takes an insider to identify 
other 
hardships 
which may 
befall the woman who marries 
a minister. 
The Rev. Ralph M. Smucker, 
pastor of the Bethel Menonite 
Church in West Liberty, Ohio, 
qualifies as an expert witness 
on the problems of ministers’ 
wives, since he is married to 
one. In the current issue of 
Christianity Today magazine, 
he lists several reasons why 
ministers are apt to make lousy 
husbands. 
A minister, he says, “ is likely 
to have a strong, aggressive 
personality.” 
He’s 
in the 
spotlight most of the time and 
is accustomed to receiving a 
good deal of adulation. He is 
“ deeply 
committed 
to 
his 
work” 
and feels that other 
responsibilities-such as 
his 
family—must take second or 
third place in his priorities.

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Racers Are Naturals 


To Push Auto Safety

N E W Y O R K—( NEA)— 
E ver since Ralph N ader be­ 
cam e the self-anointed pro­ 
tector of the consum er, he 
hasn t really had the tim e to 
snipe 
successfully 
at 
the 
autom otive industry reg ard ­ 
ing safety. 
1 his is too bad because it 
is reasonably obvious that 
nobody — including the fed­ 
eral g o v e r n m e n t — has 
jum ped in to fill the void. 
N ader's book, 
“ Unsafe at 
Any Speed, 
and his subse­ 
quent 
appearances 
before 
Senate com m ittees were in­ 
strum ental in convincing the 
Johnson 
adm inistration 
to 
c r e a t e a D epartm ent of 
Transportation and a high­ 
way safety agency. 
There was, in the begin­ 
ning, a flurry of activity. Car 
safety 
specifications 
were 
thrust upon the international 
auto industry and Dr. Wil­ 
liam Hadden, head of the 
safety agency, kept the De­ 
troit moguls nervous. But 
with the changing of the 
guard in Washington last 
January, auto safety som e­ 
how was lost in the shuffle. 
President Nixon did appoint 
John Volpe head of T rans­ 
portation but, at this writing, 
there is still no replacem ent 
for Bill Hadden. 
Nader and his R aiders are 
out after the food and drug 
industry at the m om ent and, 
aside from a few half-hearted 
denunciations 
of the 
auto 
i n d u s t r y are frying other 
fish. What better tim e for 
some group within the auto­ 
motive establishm ent to step 
forward 
and 
assum e 
the 


m antle of safety leadership? 
I have a group in mind. 
Despite a minimum of pub­ 
licity, motor racing organi­ 
zations have traditionally re­ 
garded safety as the p re­ 
em inent factor of the entire 
business. Racing organiza­ 
tions have created detailed 
regulations for the presenta­ 
tion ot races, preparation of 
race cars and condition of 
drivers. 
For exam ple, before any 
sort of race, every car un­ 
dergoes a detailed inspec­ 
tion. 1 he slightest deviation 
from a rule will result in a 
scratched entry. D rivers as 
well are put through a se­ 
ries of tests before they are 
perm itted to compete. 


And racing’s safety rec­ 
ord, considering m any fac­ 
tors, is excellent. As the na­ 
tional 
interest 
in 
racing 
grows, m ore attention is be­ 
ing focused on the sport and 
the 
people 
who 
run 
the 
sport. 
Charles M o r a n , a vice 
president of the Federation 
Internationale de L’Automo- 
bile (FIA ), the international 
autom otive body, and very 
influential m em ber of the 
Sports Car Club of A m erica, 
touched on this subject in a 
speech at the 1969 SCCA con­ 
vention a few months ago. 
“There is one a re a ,” said 
M oran, “ where I think it is 
most necessary for SCCA to 
take a greater interest. This 
is in the area of safety for 
the average m otorist . . . 
The reason for this is my 
belief that safety on the pub­ 
lic roads is being attacked 
from the wrong end of the 
stick.

“ As a ridiculous exam ple, 
if one were to put all m otor­ 
ists in Sherm an tanks, there 
would still be plenty of ac­ 
cidents and plenty of people 
hurt. 
Therefore, 
the 
con­ 
struction and safety of the 
vehicle is im portant but it 
is not the final word . . . In 
my personal opinion, most 
of the tragedies and fatali­ 
ties on the public roads are 
caused by driver e rro r.” 


Moran points out that no 
one knows how m any physi­ 
ologically and psychological­ 
ly unfit people are driving 
cars *and that if anyone is 
truly interested in safety, he 
m ust be interested in the 
driver of the automobile. 


“ Racing is now supposed 
to be 
the 
second 
largest 
spectator sport,” Moran con­ 
tinues. “ The surest way for 
it to gain and survive is to 
take an interest, not only in 
its activities in sport and 
competition, but in the prob­ 
lems of highway accidents. 
Safety in competition 
and 
safety on the public roads 
will be inextricably tied to­ 
gether by the public.” 
A part from assuring the 
survival of the sport, racing 
honchos ought to be in ter­ 
ested in highway safety be­ 
cause it is right. Moran did 
not suggest how this could 
be accom plished but, as a 
starter, a National Confer­ 
ence on Racing and Highway 
Safety should be called by 
the m em ber clubs of the 
Am erican Competition Com­ 
m ittee of the United States 
( ACC U S). R epresentatives 
of the SCCA, National Assn. 
of Stock Car Auto Racing 
(NASCAR), 
the 
U n i t e d 
States Auto Club (USAC), 
the National Hot Rod Assn. 
(NHRA) and other less well- 
known racing groups should, 
finally, stop being nasty to 
each other and get together

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New regrets 


The last thing the leaders of the Arab world really want is 
another duel in the desert with Israel. Behind their bombastic 
threats they know and fear in their bones that it would only 
mean another costly defeat for them. 
Yet they continue to whip up their already volatile populations 
into a fury of blood lust, seizing as the latest pretext the fire 
that gutted the revered 
mosque of El Aqsa in Jerusalem. 
That the fire allegedly was set by a non-Jewish, non-Israeli 
religious fanatic 
from Australia is quite irrelevant. Israel 
occupies Jerusalem. Israel must perish. 
“ There will be no third anniversary of the June (1967) war,” 
trumpeted 
the Egyptian newspaper Al-Ahram recently, pre­ 
dicting a campaign by the Arabs this coming winter to attempt 
to liberate the territories occupied by Israel. 
In such an atmosphere of irrationality, there is no hope for 
a peaceful 
resolution of the Arab-Israel problem and very 
great danger that the Middle East will again explode in full- 
scale war. 
About priorities... 


Vice President Spiro Agnew was quoted recently as saying: 
“ We do not need a transfer of dollars from the snare nrnpram 
to 
other programs. We need a transfer of the spirt of the 
space program to other programs. 
As could be expected, Mr. Agnew is being chastised by cer­ 
tain ever-present denigrators who talk about priorities. But 
he is on sound ground. 
Figures just released by the U.S. Budget Bureau and the 
U.S. Department of Commerce show that since 1960, civilian 
and military programs associated with our space outlays have 
totalled $49.7 billion. This is an annual average of $5 billion. 


Unfortunately, 
rationality 
has not characterized 
Arab 
behavior in the past two decades. 
They have been their own 
worst enemies, and a few of them know it. 
“ When reality 
catches up with us, it is always too late,” 
wrote the Arab 
intellectual, 
Cecil Hourani, five months 
after the Six-Day War. “ At every debacle we regret that we 
did not accept a situation which no longer exists. 


“ In 1948 
we regretted that we had not accepted the 1947 
U.N. plea for partition (of Palestine). In May, 1967, we were 
trying to go back to pre-Suez. 
Today we would be happy — 
and are actually demanding the U.N. — to go back to things 
as they 
were before June 5. 
From every defeat we reap a 
new regret and a new nostalgia, but never seem to learn a 
new lesson.” 
Whatever the faults of Israel, whatever the justice in Arab 
grievances, Arab intransigence has been as massive and fu­ 
tile as the pyramids, if not yet as enduring. 


Compare this with the $12.3 billion we Americans spend on 
alcoholic beverages each year, or the $7.9 billion we spend on 
tobacco, and the $5.3 billion a year for radios, tv sets and rec­ 
ords. 
While we average $5 billion a year in space exploration 
and its creation of new jobs, its development of new technolo­ 
gical skills that already are doing much to make life better, 
we are averaging $36 billion each year for recreation and our 
personal habits. Further, our 10 year space budget equalled 
only four per cent of all federal tax collections for the decade. 
Now, what was that again about priorities?

W orld Report by Henry J. Taylor 
Await in anguish 


In what part of the country do they 
grow the inedible fruit with which gift 
baskets are so often packed? 


Thousands of grieving kith and kin of 
captured and missing American fighting 
men deserve to hear a demanding voice 
at the Paris truce tail s thsu they have 
not yet heard. 
Surely they await in anguish our coun­ 
try’s demand that for each percentage 
of 
American troop 
withdrawals from Vi­ 
etnam, 
the Red en­ 
emy 
liberate a pro­ 
portion of the U.S. 
prisoners of war. If 
anybody 
considers 
this a risk to our 
withdrawal plans, he 
should 
be 
asked: 
Does that entitle us 
to allow these pris­ 
oners to be so merci­ 
lessly held — our forgotten men? 
On June 22, 1969, more than a year 
ago, Vietnam became the longest war 
we ever fought. Many 
Americans have 
suffered imprisonment longer than any 
war prisoners in our history. More­ 
over, to allow the Reds to think they 
need not worry too much just now about 
these prisoners is, of course, self-de­ 
feating to us in our Paris purposes. 
Hanoi should be encouraged to worry 
by every means. 
Even the 1929 Geneva Convention gov­ 
erning the treatment of war prisoners 
was not signed — and is still not sign­ 
ed — by the Soviet Union. An although 
all signatories of the United Nations 
1948 Declaration of Human Rights, of 
which Russia was one, solemnly contrac­ 
ted to publish this agreement in each of 
their countries, it has never seen the 
light of day in Soviet Russia. 
This is the heritage of Hanoi. The 
U.S. 
prisoners are not even allowed 
Red Cross packages. They are caught 
in a ghastly Calvary that they can 
climb only on bent and bleeding knees. 
They are released only by twos and 
threes. 
The Paris truce talks began May 13, 
1968 — a year and three months ago. 
Earlier, the Reds consumed 15 months 
talking about the Laos truce and two 
years talking about the Korean truce. 
The Korean truce was signed July 27, 
1953. This was 16 years ago. Yet on 
July 2, 1963, six years ago, the State 
Department confirmed the writing to Sen. 
Philip A. Hart, ELMich., that North Ko- 
rea was demanding (still) that we abaiv- 
don the Republic of China on Formosa 
to North Korea as payment of the Reds’ 
price for even discussing the further r e ­ 
lease of American prisoners. 
The Korean Reds held, and still hold, 
U.S. prisoners for blackmail. As of to 
day, there remain from the Korean war 
389 cases of U.S. prisoners, once known 
to have been alive, that were swept uo 
der the rug. 
Then, when the North Korean Reds 
further disgraced the United States by 
seizing the Pueblo, what happened? Our 
country abandoned the Pueblo crew to a 
full year of ghastly Red torture — and 
so what? Meanwhile, the murder by 
North Korea of 31 of our men this year 
in an unarmed plane has gone unavenged. 
If the Americans fighting who stood en­ 
circled at Khe Sanh or stand on Hill 102 
get no loyalty from the top down in our 
government and from our people safely 
here at home, how can we expect them 
to fight and die for us? 
If our fighting men lose faith in our 
government’s determination to remem­ 
ber and support those caught in the en­ 
emy’s hands — our forgotten men — who 
can conceivably 
expect the GI, the Ma­ 
rine, the sailor and airman and their 
kith and kin to keep any faith what­ 
ever? 
“ War is the highest form of action for 
settling problems between classes, be. 
tween nations, between states, or be­ 
tween political groups,” Mao Tse-thug 
has written — and this is gospel to Hanoi. 
To God, we are all somebody. To the 
Communist, 
we 
are 
not: 
The Sys­ 
tem means everything; the individual 
man, woman or child means nothing. 
That is why the Communists’ respect for 
human life is so low. 
But we Americans are a people with 
values of our own. These include our 
national concern for the individual. And 
if we ignore this concern, the death- 


tick is audible in our national rafters. 
Are we to forget the ghastly, horrible 
plight of American prisoners rotting, tor­ 
tured and anguished in Vietnam and their 
kith and kin? In all good conscience, it 
is high time their agonized call reaches 
Paris. To remain silent in this de­ 


mand is morally intolerable and na­ 
tionally indefensible for the No. 1 pow­ 
er in the world and the people of the 
United States.

A long way 


NEW YORK (NEA) 
Some 40 million West Germans will 
go to the polls Sept. 28 to elect a new 
Bundestag. 
This year their national elections 
also coincide with the 20th anniversary 
of the Federal Republic of Germany. 
It was in 1949 that the western part 
of Germany became an independent state 
with the consent of the United States, 
Britain and France. 
Two decades is a short time in the 
life of a nation, but 
long enough to dis­ 
cern a country’s es­ 
sential character and 
the guidelines it lays 
down for the future. 
A visitor who saw 
West 
Germany 
a 
wasteland 
of 
war 
ruins is indeed im­ 
pressed with what the 
Germans 
achieved, 
through a 
f r e e 
economy and hard work, in 20 years. 
West Germany has emerged as an in­ 
dustrial giant with the strongest currency 
and highest standard of living in Europe. 
It is also one of the key nations in 
NATO and the Western alliance. 
Like most industrialized countries, 
West Germany also is facing a host of 
critical problems, including the reaf* 
pearance of extreme rightist and leftist 
parties. The “ generation gap” isaspuz- 
zling and difficult a problem for Bonn 
as it is for the United States, France 
or Italy. 
The young Germans who still remem­ 
bered Hitler's crimes emerged as a be­ 
wildered 
and 
“ skeptical generation” 
when the Bonn Republic was created in 
1949. Today’s generation has surged into 
rebellious commitment to idealism in 
government, reforms in the universities 
and to a dream of a “ higher quality of 
life.” 
To this kind of youth, the Vaterland 
concept, 
which 
once 
sent 
Germans 
marching into other countries, lost all 
meaning. Personal freedom is vastly 
more significant for them than national 
destiny. 
Many young Germans interviewed by 
this writer were critical of the coalition 
government 
of Christian 
Democrats 
(CDU) and Social Democrats (SPD) which 
currently rules in Bonn. 


They were convinced that the “ Grand 
Coalition” of the two major political 
parties deprived Germany of a lively 
and meaningful opposition basic to the 
democratic process. 
Older Germans saw the coalition as a 
sign of maturity and a deliberate effort 
to avoid the political fragmentation that 
made possible Hitler’s rise to power. 
In their view, it is a demonstration of 
opposing democratic parties finding a 
common ground in acting for the com­ 
mon good. 
But even most younger Germans, who 
fear the emergence of the extreme right­ 
ist National Democratic Party, will vote 
either for Chancellor Kurt Kiesinger’s 
Christian Democrats or the Social Dem­ 
ocrats led by Foreign Minister Willy 
Brandt. 
It is the consensus of political analy­ 
sts that the Grand Coalition will sur­ 
vive the September elections with the 
Christian Democrats again emerging as 
the leading party. 


Nevertheless, pro - democratic Ger­ 
mans fear even the minor gains made 
by the extreme rightists in local eleo 
tions. Adolf von Thadden, the leader of 
the National Democratic party, has no 
known Nazi past. But there is no doubt 
that many members of his party are for­ 
mer Nazis who seek to exploit whaL 
ever discontent there is. 
But for all his nationalist appeals, 
Von Thadden has so far been incapable 
of attracting more than a minor propor­ 
tion of the West German electorate. 
In view of Germany’s recent past, the 
emergence of the National Democratic 
Party cannot be ignored or underrated. 
But there is no reason to believe that 
history is likely to repeat itself in 
the near future. 
There is also ample evidence that the 
Bonn government —instead of banning the 
party and driving its members under­ 
ground — keeps a close watch on any 
activities the neoNazis may engage in. 
The republic started out in 1949 with a 
basic law that renounced the use of force 
in reuniting the partitioned German nfe 
tion. It also affirmed the national sovei^ 
eignty was to be subordinated to the 
hegemony of a European Union yet to 
emerge. 
Both declarations seem to be Bonn’s 
guideline 20 years later.
